DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 1 -1 0 and 1 2-1 5 are pending as amended on 28 April 2009, claims 1 1 and 
16 being cancelled. 

2. A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 28 April 
2009 has been entered. 

3. The text of those sections of Title 35, US Code not included in this action can be 
found in a prior Office action. 

Response to Amendment 

4. Applicant's amendment to independent claim 1 , specifically limiting the 
compounds of formula 1 to pigments, has been fully considered and distinguishes over 
the closest prior art. 

The rejection of claims 1-4, 6, 7, 9, 10 and 12-15 under 35 USC § 103(a) as 
being unpatentable over US Patent Application Publication 2002/00451 1 1 (Machiguchi 
hereinafter) in view of applicant's admission has been withdrawn.

The rejection of claims 1-4, 6, 7, 10 and 12-15 under 35 USC § 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over US Patent Application Publication 2002/00451 1 1 (Machiguchi 
hereinafter) in view of M. P. Somashekarappa et al, "Synthesis and Structural Studies 
on 1,8,15,22-Tetrahydroxy Phthalocyanines of Co(ll), Ni(ll), Cu(ll) and Zn(ll)", Oriental 
Journal of Chemistry, Volume 15(1), 65-70, 1999, has been withdrawn. 



Election/Restrictions 

5. Since claim 1 is allowed, the restriction requirement as to the linked inventions 
has be withdrawn and claims 5 and 8 which depend from the allowable linking claim 
have been rejoined and fully examined for patentability in accordance with 37 CFR 
1.104. 

Applicant is advised that if any claim presented in a continuation or divisional 
application is anticipated by, or includes all the limitations of, the allowable linking claim, 
such claim may be subject to provisional statutory and/or nonstatutory double patenting 
rejections over the claims of the instant application. Where a restriction requirement is 
withdrawn, the provisions of 35 USC 121 are no longer applicable. See In re Ziegler, 
443 F2d 1 21 1 , 1 21 5, 1 70 USPQ 1 29, 1 31 -32 (CCPA 1 971 ). See also MPEP § 804.01 . 



Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claims 1-10 and 12-15 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of 
reasons for allowance: Machiguchi, the closest prior art, teaches a similar compound to 
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that of Formula 1 , but teaches such as a dye not a pigment as instantly claimed and in 
fact teaches away from the use of pigments. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance."
